The time element prevents a 
student referendum, he said, since 
the plan must be presented to the 
Regents at their September 18 
meeting and a week's deadline Is 
required. Tliat means tiiat tlif> 
proiiosa) must be iu the Regent's 
office by today.

Thnt 
was what Wendell Kerr. KnnHnH 
State College veteran a Heivice of- 
ficer. waK attempting to do dur- 
ing enrol liiuMit Monday, Tuesday, 
and Wednetidny. And he's still 
trjring to do It today. 

"Korenn vets" is a term uted 
loosely to iDclt^de all who have 
served In the armed forces atnce 
June 2T. 1 ;»."(). Any who have 
not applied for training under 
public law r>50 (the Korean O.l. 
■bill), should go to room 121 of 
Anderotm Iii;ll (the veterans H^r- 
vice ofiict'K Kerr said. Also 
those who huve certificates for 
education and training will need 
to complete their foi'uis before 
subsistence checks can be sent 
to tbam. 

With all forms property filed, 
it will iit least two moiilhs bo- 
lovp a Ivorean vet can gel a nub- 
slstence cheek. Each must have 
carried 1 I credit hours one month 
and had th.tt fiiet certified and 
sent to the Veterans Adminiatra- 
tiou office before a check can be 
issued. The monthly certification 
of satisfactorily carrying 14 hours 
without excess absences will con- 
tinue through the Korean vet's 
education period, Kerr said. 

Korean veteran.t enroll the same 
as any other student. The gov- 
ernnient does not pay their en* 
roUment fees, nor buy books, or 
pay other fee.s for them. Instead 
tbalf' aubttlstence check n are to be 
larger.

The Union bond issue will be an 
open-ended one, President Mc- 
Cain exptetned. . This means that 
should Interest rates fall, (or en- 
rollment increase apiireciabfy) , 
the College could buy the bonds 
back and re-issue them at a lower 
rate of interest. 

"If we had couple of months, 
I'd like to present the thing to 
students and get their votes," the 



President said, assuring the Stu- 
dent Council members that their 
approval Is not a legal commit- 
ment and that they act in an ad- 
visory capacity. 

If every student since 194ft has 
been willing to pay $5 for a Union 
lie never got to use, Student Body 
President John Schovee pointed 
out, "students whell get to use tt 
should be wllUnc to pay $2.50 
more." 

President McCain told the group 
he hoped t6' he able to meef wlth 
It several times durinR the year 
(meetings, he stressed, where 
there would be no monetary 
emergency Involved}.

Ten Polio Precautions 
Outlined By Lafene 



"Two cases ot polio have al- 
ready occurred among students. 

but it has by no means reached 
epidemic proportions and is not at 
the prMont time anticipated to do 
so, " said Dr. B. W. Lafene at the 
Student Health today. 

Dr. Lafene nld that he cannot 
foretell with certainty the prog- 
ress of polio on the campus. To 
diminish the possibilities of stu- 
dents being exposed to and con- 
tracting polio, he recoimnended 
helps to students to combat polio. 
If these suggestions are followed. 
Dr. Lafene said that it would off- 
set as materially as possible 
chances of polio developing more 
extensively on -our eampns. 

The following are Dr. I<atfne*B 
recommendations : 

1. Eat clean food with clean 
bands nt all times. Insist on 
food served ^^leanly and prop- 
erly. 

2. Hands should be thoroughly 
washed, particularly after 
IsolnK to the bathroom. This 
is of prime Importance, par- 
ticularly to food handlers, aa 
well as ewryone concerned. 

3. A1! eating and drinking uten- 
sils should be well waahed 
and promptly disinfected, 
either by seeding or dtsln-r, 
tecunt solntions, after use. 

4. The use of a common drink- 
ing cup is to be discouraged 
at all times. This Is too fre- 



quently the sonroe of spread 
of many InfesUdns. 

5. Swat the fly and soreen oat! 
the mosquito. 

6. See that roach. Infection is 
stamped out qatdtly. 

7. Adequate rest and proper 
diet to maintain good resis- 
tance to infection. Fatigue 
and exposure to chilling are 
very apt to I&ver reststafiee 
and markedly increase sus- 
ceptibility to polio, as well 
as other ItlneMws. 

S. Above all, students are cau- 
tioned to cover their mouths 
and noses when they cough 
or sneeze as a mild cold 
may be polio starting. 

9. Careless, unguarded coughing 
or sneezing merely serves to 
spread the Infection to others 

. unnecessarily. This preean- 
ttott Is always in order at WT 
seamn of the year to help 
prii«nt fsflneifka, pnmmonia 
and epidemic colds. 

10. Cleanliness a^d proper sani- 
tatloa In Ilrlhg hablto. 

"if students will' heed this ad- 
vice their lives should consistent- 
ly Be materially healthier wHh a 
minimum of epidemic illnpsaes. 
Precautions In these respecU are 
important and essential because 
ot crowded conditions Id . class- 
rooms and Uvlng quarters," ^Id

International Meet 

Prof. J. W. Zahnley of the K- 
SUte agronomy staff will attend 
the first international weed con- 
ference in Winnipeg, Canada. De- 
cember 9 to 11, R. V. Olson, 
aprronomy department head, has 
announced. 

More than 600 scientists from 
14 north-central states and four 
western Canadian provinces will 
take part iti diKcussions dealing 
with records on combating weeds 
with such agricttltnral ehemieals 
as 2,4 I), MCP, CMU, and many 
others. Several new discoveries 
to boost food output also are ex- 
pet ted to be discussed. 

It was through Professor Zahn- 
ley's work thaf'the K-State agri- 
cultural experiitiettt station Is 
credited as the first to nse sodium 
chlorate to kill field bindweed 
and: the first to publicize high 
clipping of lawns to mMntain a 
stand of grass. 

More recently Zahnley, with Dr. 
G. V. IteCaU of the DnPont chem- 
ical company, discovered controls 
for weed grasses with sodium trl- 
chloraeetate (TCA). 



K-State Is offering the doctor 
of phtloaophy degree in soils with 
the addltton of eleven new courses 
in the department of agftnomy, , 
George A. Olaon, head, has an- 
nounced.

Flies driven inside by cool nightH 
tiie past week will soon be killed 
when a new spray is used on the 
K-State campus, Roger C. Smith, 
entomology department head, told 
the Collegian last night. 

The new spray, dieldrin, will be 
Kent from nenver following a tele- 
phone request last night by Ur. 
Paul Dahm, associate professor of 
entomology. 

lu the past the College bad used 
DDT -and chlorodane in Rh fly con- 
trol prograni and lindane had been 
a standby mum recently. The 
flies have seeraad to develop re- 
sistance to these spniys. The* 
new spray has been used effective- 
ly in Denver, Smith bald. 

Some work has been done here 
with dieldrin In the vetertnary 
medicine school; however, the 
spray is not safe for general use 
by t^e public. Tlie Public Health 
service usually Bupervlses its use. 
The spray has the longest residual 
potency of any taioetleldOt Smith 
explained. 

The spray will be used on the 
campus for a final clean up. A 
committee composed of R. F. Olog- 
rich, maintenance supervisor, Mre. 
Bessie B. West, institutional man- 
agement head, Mrs. Qfwce Shugsrt, 
InsttAitloaal management depart- 
ment member. A. Thornton Bd- 
wards, and Dr. Dahm ara working 
wHh ' Prof esior Smith la eoanee- 
tlon with the Hnat fly eradteatton 
program.

Thf purpose of the new CI 
education and training program 
ift to help a veteran reach a defi- 
nite, identified proal, Jeffrey said. 
The goal muy be purely educa- 
tloosl ancb as obtaining a college 
degree; profeflsional, eucfa as be- 
coming a doctor or vocational 
Hiirh as tralaltts to btt a car* 
I>UQter. 

Before a post-Korean veteran 

even appliPH for t mining under 
the new GI Bill, he should have 
Clearly in mind Just what his 
goal In lif.' might be, Mr. Jeffrey 
advised. His training can serve 
iia an invaluHble meaSS %WAtA 
arriving at that goal. 

Veterans who are not snr© 
about their goal, or about the 
type of training needed to reach 
tt, would do well to talk over 
their problems with educator^;. 
buslneBsmen, profesalonal people 
or any other persons in a posi* 
tion to offer constmctlve advice. 

Or, !f they wish, they may 
apply to the VA for advisement 
and guidance, conalsUng of tests 
mad fbiMroagh Interviews gtrra- 
bjp trained vocstlonul counselors. 

If a veteran makea his single 
change of conrse before his dead- 
line for starting training under 
the new Gl BUI, he will not need 
VA'b approval. However, If his 
progress was unsatisfactory, he 
will have to show VA that it was 
not because of his own miscon- 
duct, neglect or lack of applica- 
tion. 

If he wants to change courses 
after his deadline— and has 
never made a change before — 
he will need VA's approval. This 
may be granted, under the law. 
If VA finds that (1) he has not 
been making satiifaetory prog- 
ress In his present program 
through no fault of his own, and 
the program he wants to change 
to le move Is IneirtBg with his 
aptitudes and previous training, 
or i2) the program to which he 
wants to change is a lumnal 
progression from bis present 
program, 

Thp deadline for starting — for 
a veteran ditchari^d from service 
before Anguat SO, 19BS — ^Is 
August 20, 1954. Other veterans, 
(discharged later, will have two 
years after thetr reltatn from 
active Attty ta whSdi to begin, 
Jeffrey said. 

Training under the Korean GI 
Bill is available to veterans who 
served, any place tn the world, 
after the outbreak of fighting in 
Korea, on June 27, isrso. Tbey 
must have a discharge or release 
under rondftions other than dis- 
honorable, as well as at least 90 
days total service, unless dis- 
charged sooner because of a 
eervice-coonected disablUty.

Sen. J. William Fulbright (D-Ark ) told newsmen in Sprinpfield, 
ni.. that Stevenson has a "tremendoua problem in getting the people 
a< fiuainted with the kind of a man be Is, the way he thinks." Stev^ 
eHKon'K aides have said many times that one of the Democratic 
candidate's big headaches is overcoming the liability of not heinA. 
a nationally known figure before his nomination, as was Eisenhaw^^' 

Eisenhower expected a more friendly reception In the corn belt 
than he got from the AFL wlipn he told the labor organization's 
convention in New York that he does not favor repeal of t lu^ Taft- 
HarUey Act. His staff said he would pound home the "corruption ' 
Issue during his awing through Iowa, 

Ktsewhere on the political scene Sen. Robert A. Taft launched 
his campaign for Kisenhower by urging the nation to elect the 
OOP nominee as a man who can eliminate "the mess in Washing- 
ton." The Ohio Itepubliean, speaking at Springfield, 0., branded 
SlevE'nBon a "captive" of the administration. 

ben. John J. Sparkman, Stevenson's running mate, told a rally in 
Mfunl. Fla., that Elsenhower Is "honey-chilelng us in the South" 
while not mentioning "how well" the> South has fared during 20 
fmn of Democratic administrations. The Alabaman said Eisen- 
hower did nothing but generalize during his recent southern swing. 

The APL Is expected to endorse Stevenson after the Democratic 
nominee addresses Its convention Monday.

Bell slumped to 
ene floor. He a tew o^niites 
later. 

Simpson is charged with the 



fatal shootiriK of his former wife, 
Mrs. Cleo Neal, last July 29 in Sa- 
lina. Hie trial opened h«re yes- 
terday when a jury was selectpd. 

There was an unexpected out- 
buret from the defendant on the 
opening day. At prospectiv4> jur- 
ors were being questioned, he 
arose, painted a finger and 
shouted: "Why are you staring at 
me?" Courtroom attendants said 
he "wasn't pointing at anyone in 
particular." 

Simpson, who entered a plea of 
innufeiu-e by renf=on of insanity, 
was found sane by a medical com- 
mission last weekt but after to- 
day's d^elopments, the trial wuh 
recessed for the day and county 
attorney John Crowthev- moved 
for a second medical commission 
to study the defendant's sanity.

Administered since 1916 by the 
Smithsonian Institution^ the Mrd 
life on the isLmd is rigidly pro- 
tected as an area for scientific 
study. 

The island provides four diB- 
tinct habitats for the feathered 
ereatttres — a - grassr ' strip along 
the Gatun Lake where the great- 
est number of birds can he found; 
a dark troptoil 'forest which Is 
preferred by the Iflr^er birds; an 
open secondary forest with thick 
undergrowth, and many water 
bordered secttona vhlch attract 
the wild fowl.

Ad As 




On Roughers 

Kew York. Sept 19 OMO— The 
new football rales are romgher on 
tbe nmsbers. 

There are not many changes In 
the code from prevleus years. Yon 
will hardly ootlco them. But those 
changes that were made were de- 
signed to cut down on roughing. 
Tbe Johnny Bright incident— in 
which a star player was slugged 
out of competition — had a lot to 
do with it. 

Here are the major changes for 
1962: 

1. New rule — A player esnm^t 
strike another player with bis el- 
bows, forearm or locked hands 
while hlocking or tncklinR. Old 
rule — Only fists were barred. 

2. New n|le-^Any block from 
behind is clipping, and a 15-yard 
penalty. Old rule — Only a block 
from behlnd;^btiow the waist was 
clipping. 

S. ^few rule — ^Defense holding 
calls for a 15-yard penalty. Old 
rule — A five yard penalty. (Of- 
fensive holding always has been 
15 yards.) 

4. New rule — A passer can use 
bis hands to ward off onruahing 
enemy linemen If the ball is In 
the air. Old rule — He could not 
use his hands, (This is designed 
to give protection to the passer, 
who bas had little up to now al- 
though kickers bftTe been specially 
protected by spMlal roughing 
rules.) 

5. New rule— A time out will 
he charged when a substitute is 
sent on the field while the clock 
is running. Old rule — The time 
out was not charged It the ball 
was snapped on time. 

6. New rule — A 16-yard penalty 
is charged for a toke fair catch. 
Old rule*-Thete was no such pen- 
alty. 

7 Xew rule — A player is al- 
lowed two steps to regain bis 
balance after making a fair catch. 
Old, rule The "fair catch" was 
abolished In 1950 but now is re- 
stored permtttlns the steps. 

S, Xew rule The rubber foot- 
bull may he used. Old rule — Al- 
though rubber footballs were per- 
mitted on an experimental basis, 
only leather ones actually were 
authorized under the rules. 

Those are tbe major changes. 
There are such minor refinements 
as these: 

The ball can be inclined only 
46 degrees before the center snap. 

Tile toss-of-eoiii is. scheduled 
three minutes before game-time. 

The referee charges himself 
with a time out should the of- 
fensive team be awarded a, first 
down on a kick (usually Ob a 
blocked kick). 

"Falling on** a downed player 
will be the same as "piling on," 
depriving deUI#rate roughers of 
aaylnf it was an an l«eiaent.

^Thls summer, Professor Sbellen- 
berger sti^ped at the home of his 
Peruvian friends wUle enroats to 
Argantina, and by their combined 
iaiarest In LUy'a education at K- 



btate, tii^ convinced her that she 
should eome here and enroll. 

Although Lily experitUMd the 
same misgivings that lire common 
to most prospective freshmen be- 
fore they entsr college, her en- 
thusiasm now rates high tor Kan- 
sas State and its students. "I was 
a little afraid to come here alone," 
she admits, "But I think it's a 
wonderful place to stay and study 
and the persons are all very 
kind."

K-State is the fact that in doing 
so she had to forfeit the summer 
which was beginning in Lima 
when she left.

Having lived In Bolivia. Chile.

Additional education opportuni- 
ties will be available to K-State 
students with the Manhattan eve- 
ning Bchool for adults* which will 
begin ita fall term tomorrow. 

Charles Rapp, the school's di- 
rector, has announced a wide va- 
riety of courses to be offered this 
semeitar. They la«lude typing, 
shorthand, paintins and sketching, 
ceramics, leathercraft, piano, 
SpaniKli, Swedish, algebra and ge- 
ometry, bookkeeping, newspaper 
and magailne writing, driver edu- 
cation and training, woodwork 
and furniture repair, Kngllsh, 
men's choir, tailoring and alter- 
ing, family health, home nursing 
and child care, machine shop and 
sheet metal welding, and first aid. 

Classes are held every Tuesday 
and Thursday night at 7:30 in 
the Manhattan high school. The 
fall term will last until the first 
week in December and the second 
semester will start in January, 
Persons who are interested will 
meet in the high school auditorium 
tomorrow night at 7:20 for a brief 
orientation. From there they will 
proceed to their respective dass- 
rooniB for enrollment. 

The cost of course will range 
from two to five dollars, depend- 
ing on the subject and time spent 
in class. The Manhattan board of 
education and the atate board of 
vocational' education help finance 
the school. 

H<wt of the courses are designed 
to include students of different 
levels of education and experience, 
f^r instance, the Bngllsb course 
will be taught on the basis of In- 
dividual need, and piano lessons 
will be offered to both beginning 
and advanced students.

-epeech. In addition, Nixon announced he Is preparing a "epmptotei 
stitement" In hia "entire financial history."

Kansas State's gridders face a ton^ assignment when 
they take on aerial minded Cincinnati on the opponent's 
field tomorrow in their second non-conference game of the 
season. The Cats scored an easy 21 to 7 victory over Brad 

ley in the season's opener for their first official win in 
two years. ' 

Tlie Cincinnati pnme looms as a 



battle between the Bearcats rapid 
ftre offesBlTe inachlite» which 

rolled up 408 yards per Rfime to 
rank fifth in the nation in total 
offense last season, and Coaeh 
Bill Meek's stubborn dpfpnsive 
units. The effectiveness of the 
Cats defensive enda in keeptnj; 
Citu'innati ace. Gene Rossi's passes 
in liis own backyard may well 
d«6t4e the onteome of the i^me. 

Rossi will be a hard man to 
stop, though, since he hit 14 of 
17 flings for 205 yards and two 
touchdowns against Dayton last 
Saturday, He won the game for 
the Bearcats last year confusing 
Kansas State's atrial defense 
^^vith IS completions In 31 tries 
' for 186 yards and two touch- 
downs. As a result, Cincinnati 
won easily 34 to and went on 
to a record season of 10 ndns and 
% loss. 

The duty of stopping Rossi goes 
to ends Jack McShulskis, .Toe Rain- 
man, Tom Ebert, and Ed Linta.

In another field, two California 
scientists disclosed they had used 
a d lsh-washing detergent, Triton 
WR 1889, for a primary Investlga- ' 
tion ot the effect of gall stones In 
the human body, such as bile 
acids. Hence the experimental 
value of Tidton WR 1339. 

When gall stones plug the bile 
dui^, bile acids ba«k into the b^ood 
stream which then accumulates 
fatty material. Dr. Meyer Fried- 
man and Sanford Bsers, of the 
Mount Zlon hospital, San Fran- 
cisco, found that Triton WR 1339 
injected into the blood stream, 
produced a large amount of blood 
fats too. *-

Good 
qeta crops are expected la tbe 
Combelt area of the U.S. this 
year, Schruben said. That means 
that Kansas farmers will Import 
corn and pay terminal market 
prices for it, plus freight. Even 
though corn prices likely will gd 
down at harvest, the prir*' to, tbe 
farmer buying corn probably will 
remain ateady. 

Kansas, despite lU 19&1 floods, 
produced 72 million bushels of 
corn last year, but Is expecting 
only 68 million bushels this year.

Kansans Can. Stand Hardship 
New Book by Topekan Declares 



"You can shne them, freeze 
them, and roast theni, but in the 
( nti ytiu have to admire them." 
This is the way one heen ob- 
server sums up the spirit of the 
peoi^e of Kansas. 

In other w^rds. says diaries 
C. Howee of Topeka, in a book 
entltted "This Place Called Kan- 
sas," Kansans have learned to 
absorb the knoclcout punches of 
wheat-trop -failure, and they take 
for granted the ^wUng. frigid 
wia^ o( winter and the earth- 
haklnp sun of the summertime. 
The volume, published by the 
University of Oltlahoma Press, Is 
*bwed on the writings of the late 
Cedl Howos, fHther of the au- 
thor, who lor nearly half a cen- 
tury dUtlnguished himself In 
newspaper circles ot- Kansas. 
Although both father and son 



admit openly their admiration 
for the state and iu citizens, 
K a nsan s are not the type to 
brag. On the other hand, wrote 
the late Cecil Howes, "if Kan- 
mm knew more about the ele- 
ments that made their state great 
they ^ould more nearly share In 
that greatnms themmlves." 

The people of Kansas are, 
nevertheless, perhaps the most 
politkally^lert ctttaens In the 
United States. Thr-y respect free 
enterprise as few others do, and 
they like nothing bettor than a 
bard-hitting journalist and his 
newspaper. Their reputation for 
keen polities, Howe points out 
In his book, bad its origin in the 
bitter battles over slavery In the 
1850's. their ideas on free enter- 
prise date back to the Indlvllta- 
aUsm of their ancestors.

Thane Baker, gained international recognition this sum- 
mer, as a mefniier of the United States' Olympic track squad, 
by placing second in the finals of the 200 meter dash. 

The modeet Elkhart speedster sprinted the distance In 
20.8 seoonds, behind Andy Stanfleld of the USA. Stanfteld 
Ued tlw OlTiDple record of 20.T. — ^ 



Amonfi hl8 numerous rinder 
featB, he wun the 100 and 220 
yard dash crowns In the BIr Seven 
outdoor meet (n Norman last May. 
AIho in May, he copped both the 
100 and 200 meter runs and was 
anchor man on the winning Wild- 
cat 400 meter relay squad In the 
Missouri Valley AAIT mett In Kan- 
sas City. 

Then lie moved out to California 
early in Jun« to run in the NCAA 
iind National AAU meets. Thane 
took third place in the 200 meters 
and sixth spot among 100 meter 
runners in the NCAA meet. He 
wis f&nrth in hoth the 100 and 
2 00 meter eventH In the AAU 
tourney at Long neach. 

Through his ijerfoiniarices in 
the two jirevlou^ iiifjetH, Thane 
(iwalifled for the Olympic tryouts 
in Los Angeles, ile came through 
with a second spot behind Btan- 
flald In U^e 200 meters, thus he 
AftomaUomllf became a member 
ot tlie Olympic team. 

After training for three days 
on the I'lintietoi! university cam- 
pus and attending ceremonies In 
New York, the t)lymplc sriUHd 
held an exhibition meet, in which 
tile flashy K*Stater won a IBO 
yard dash. 

On July 7, the aggregation of 
track stfUK li'ft New York by plane 
for Helsinki'. Baker related that 
the Btiuad trained especially hard 
for the five dayH before the fn- 
ttrDatlonal event began. 
'There were 118 men entered in 
the SOO meter event, ko It necessi- 
tated running preliminaries, quar- 
t«r-flnalB and Beml-ftnals before 
reaching the finalH on July 22, 

The American athletes were 
housed tn "Olympfe Vtllage" aloDff 
with atuiut irj othor nations' \\wx\. 
Dakor rcitiaiked that their living 
quairtei's wore In new apartment 
housen. lie had nothing but praise 
for the food that was served tn 
the Finnish village. The Olym- 
pic committee brought the canned 
goods from the United States, but 
the perishable items were pur- 
e^ated la Biurope. 

"The eoaehes acted mottly in 
o|tlelal capacities." explalBed Bn\- 
er, "Tliey didn't do any teaching, 
bfcaase we had already learned 
what we could from our indivldnal 
ctfllege coaches. It was the duty 
of the Olympic eoaehes to pick 
thp relay teams," 

Incidentally, Ward liuylett, K- 
State traek mentor, attended the 
Olympic gamen in Helsinki :is sin 
observer, and was present when 
hts pupil ran in 41ie 200 meter 
finals 

"The Russians lived In a village 
20 miles away," Thane related. 

"We were invited to visit tlu' 
alan camp and some of the squad 
went" He did not visit the Rua- 
slnn vill:uj:f« lipcause of the trans- 



portational dlffleultiee Involved. 

He described the Rnsaian atti- 
tude as being that of "forced 
friendliness." He explained that 
there was one Rnsslan runner, in 
partioular, who would not speak 
with Americans when he was with 
a group, but when he wet alone, 
he would tiilk iihout such things 
as track and weather. Thane says 
that the dlacuaslon never got 
around to politics. 

What was his greatest thrill':' 
Not bis performance In the ^oo 
meter finals, U was ]uat being a 
member of the team. "It was an 
InsplrattoB just to be with the 
g^ys, They are tops In their 
field," said Baker.

Under the able leadership of 
Prof. Arthur B. Sperry, the geol- 
ogy department has grown from a 
one subject stepchild of the xool- 
ogy department Into, a separate 
department. 

In 1921, Dr. Robert K. Kabonrs, 
head of the zoology department, 
hired Sperry to teach the one 
course. The course had been 
taught by Na hours every other 
semester. Professor Sperry was so 
successful at his first teaching 
job that his reoliest for additional 
courries was granted and the de- 
partment then included coiiraes in 
historical geology and minerology. 
Since then tlie department has 
grown steadily, until today there 
are 3& different courses taught by 
12 tniAnietoTs. 

Sperry left after five years and 
returned to the University of Chi- 
eago to do two jreara of graduate 
work particularly In minerology, 
paleontology, and petrology. 

It was not tttttll 1946 that geol- 
ogy became a separate depart- 
ment. It had been^part of the 
soology department, althongta it 
had operated pretty much on its 
own since t^e late nineteen twen- 
ties. 

Until geology branched off on 
Its own, and prior to 1921 it had 
been taught by botonistsri, chem- 
ists and zoologists. This was not 
however harmful sinoe ttaere is 
clone contact between Aese sci- 
ences and geology. 

K-HTATE WAS THE FIRST 
school i a Kansas to offer a cur- 
riculum in engineering geology, 
although it is called Applied 
Geology. The course vaa first 
introduced in 19 il. 

Until the new Arts and Science 
building was constructed the geol- 
ogy department was crammed into 
the basement rooms of Fairchild 
hall. Many of the faculty offices 
were located in the barracks claHB- 
room buildings. With the move- 
ment of the history department to 
the liew stnieturei three roomi 
have been added to the department} 
In Fairchild for office use and one 
new laboratory. 

The teaching staff is of the 
highest caliber. Three of the 
regular staff of IS have their PhD. 
They have their degrees from the 
UniveiKity of Chicago, Cornell uni- 
versity and the University of Colo- 
rado. Five others expect to com- 
plete work on their PhD before 
long. There are also three grad- 
uate assistants in the departi^ent 
which includes geograpliy. The 
geography courses are popular as 
electives with students in other 
cuiTioulams. ^ 

Just lately geologists have re- 
ceived much recognition in this 
country. Unlike Kansas many 
states do not have geologists as 
part of their highway engineering 
departments. Kansas has been a 
leader in this field, and it "has cut 
the cost of highway construction 
over a peitod of ycuii^. Contrac- 
tors have been able to offer lower 
bids based on tfie geologieal sur- 
vey data gathered by the special- 
ists in the departqieat. They 
liave been able to oiEw exact in- 
iforknatlon concerning the type and 



quantity of rock and other ma- 
terial to be moved and blasted 
from its bed. Moat of the people 
in this department have come 
from Kansas s<^OOli and flUUiy 
from K -State. 

TOD.*Y MOHT GRADS go into 
the field of petroleum geology, al- 
though the science offers oppor- 
tunities in many other fields. 
Geologists work closely with zool- 
ogists, botonlsts, and engineers. 

Other countries liave long recog- 
nized the importance of the geol- 
ogist. Before the war the German 
array bad a iqieelal branelt of geol- 
ogists, and these men Were recog- 
nized on the staff level. The U.S. 
Army lias no such set-up. GeoIo< 
gist« now are part of the engin^n^ 
ing corps; although • the U S. 
Geological Survey employs many 
of these specialists for research 
and mapping puntoaes. 

In his book-lined office Pro- 
fessor Sperry spoke of the needs 
of the geology department. He 
emphasized particularly the need 
(or a museum that will enable the 
student to do more advanced work. 
He stated the purpose of the 
museum in a prepared outline. A 
museum is naturally a show place, 
and builds better public relations, 
hut more Important, It is a step, 
for needed adulf education. The' 
ideal place according to Professor 
Sperry would have four wlsge. 

o\K \nXG DEVOTKD to Nat- 
ural Histo^, that would include 



plants, animals, rocks, fossils and 

minerals, another wing devoted te 
art, one to anthropology and 
arelieology and another wing to 
be an Industrial section devoted 
to the agricultural, livestock, 
forestry and manufacturing In- 
dustries. A museum is more than 
a place to deposit enrious objects, 
Mr. Sperry said. It Is a library. 

Each department mentioned in 
his outline has its own library or 
small exhibition hall, but many 
students go through four years at 
K-State and neveilr see any of 
these tbtngs that are now housed 
in various widely separated build- 
ings across the campus. This 1^ 
of space has prevented the geoli 
department from expanding its 
ImHo? of roeks snA tosaHs.

Kowliefe, not evoB la engineerlDK, 
are opportuDlties greater. 

Brandner produced a sheaf of 
corfeepondenee threevlnehet thlek 
—nothing but requests for 
Journalists received during only 
the iprtttg seniester, 1962. riiere 
were offers fi;pm l^rni Journal, 
from Florida State college, from 
all types of publications ranging 
from prominent magazlneB to farm 
equipment dealers. Starting sal- 
arieH varied from $4,200 to $S,400 
yearly and tiie IPould-be employers 
weren't IntlsttoR on star report- 
ers, either. "Straight" Jon rmi lists 
frequently are hired. A "straight"

Why don't more students get 
the necessary training and nil 
the Tacancies?

The nation's colleges and nnt- 
Teniltles, expecting lower enroll- 
ment, were caught by surprise this 
fall when campus registrations in- 
creased Instead, a spot check 
showed today. 

College registrations attributed 
the increase, which set records at 

some (schools, to varions factors. 
These included thejeturn of Kor- 
ean war Iterant, under the new 
or Kill of Rights, and ROTC pro- 
grams which allow youngsters of 
draft age to complete college be- 
fore going into the service. 

Paul Trump of the University 
of \\'istonsin admissions office 
said that "the draft bill works 
both ways — boys enroll because 
they aren't drafted and others 
come because they hope to get de- 
ferred," 

D. T. Ordeman, registrar at Or- 
egon State college, attributed some 
of the increase to "a better under- 
standing on the part of high school 
studentH of the importance of edu- 
cational opportunities." 

Indiana university officials at- 
tributed the trend to the Increased 
birth rate in 1934, when many of 
the youngsters now enteriog col- 
lege were born. 

Increased enrollment ranged up 
to almost 50 per cent in freshman 
classes. 

The Incrense came as a surprise 
to many schools. Registrar C. E. 
Dammon of Purdue termed It a 
"freakish thing." Donald M. Du- 
shane, student affairs director at 
Oregon university, said It was 
'tar, far" above expectations.

Late Veteran Checks 

Lato Checlts for K-State G.I.'s 
apparently are causing litUe con- 
cern flnandally to the dtlndlmg 
ranks of veterans. If the number 
of loans made from the KSC alum- 
ni loan fund - Is any Indteatton. 
with some 400 Q.I.'s on the 
campus, only nine loans have been 
made to help tide the men over 
until checks arrive from the Vet- 
erans Admlntetratlon. 

Three loans were made to the 
G.I.'s during September compared 
with sixteen for non -veterans. 
During October, 22 loans were 
made with only six going to vet- 
ernns. 

The emergency loans are made 
on short term, usually for one 
month or, in the case of G.I.'s, un- 
til the time whe|i checks are ex- 
peetod 4o airlre. No Interest Is 
charged on the emergency loans. 

The college veterans leiTtM of- 
fice reporu that MMAe eheelu for 
disabled veteiyns going to school 
under P.h,, 19 may be in, but 
checks for regular veteran stu- 
dents going to school under P.L.

It the public Itkra thia emblem 
and accepts it as a representative 
of the college and It is used wide- 
ly on college publicntlons, Knorr 
said. It will soon be thought of In 
connection with K-State just as 
the Jayhawk immediately brings 
to mind a eafftain otiM* Kiraaas In- 
stitution. 

Two variations of the emblem 
are now in use; the figure usu- 
aHy featured at the top of the 
sports page in th6 Collegian con- 
sisting of an animated wildcat 
standing In front of a large, black, 
gothic "S" and wearing a smaller 
"K" on Ins chest; and the one 
used by the athletic department 
showing the same wildcat as used 
In the Collegian, standing in front 
of a large white, block style "S" 
on whieb in printed "BVBRT 
MAN A WILDCAT." 

Knorr said he bad the emblem 
redesigned Inst so the K-^tate 

slogan could be added. He said 
"EVERY MAN A WILDCAT" is 
asaoclated with K-8ta.te wherever 
It is seen, or heard and he hopes 
that by printing It on the em- 
blem, the popularity of both ean 
be increased. 

K-State has be«tt trying to 
choose an official emlilem for 
many years. Sevens tlmaa in the 
past, contests have hwn started 
to try to get the students to sub- 
mit their Ideas of how the em- 
blem should look. None of the 
contests were succeasful, bo last 
year at Mr. Knorr's suggestion. 
Bluer J. Tomaech. ' the college 
artist at that time, drew hia Id^ 
of the K-State emblem. 

After some revision, Knorr ac- 
cepted Tomasch's creation for use 
by the athletic department. This 
emblem, Knorr said, nearly meets 
all the requirements which he 
thinks are necessary of a, college 
emblem. It portrays college spirit 
and actually looka like a wildcat. 
Most drmwlttga of wlldeata look 
very little different from drawings 
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of bouse i»tB. Above all. Knorr 
.said, the large "S" for a back- 
ground definitely differentiates 
K-State from KU. People in other 
parts of the country sometimes do 
not realize the dlfferenca jand 
think of both saioola illtt»ty «a 
"Kansas." 

Another requirement of the em- 
blem is that it be flexible and 
adaptable to various sports. Dur-

R^ulway of the Future; 
Trains on Single Track 



Cologae, Germany (U.1?) — ^Inven- 
tors gave the first public showing 
today of what they call "the rail- 
way of the future" — a gleaming, 
rocket-like train built to sip along 
a single rail at speeds up to 210 
milfts per'hour. 

The premiere of the revolution- 
ary "monorail" was held at 
Fuehlingen near here, where the 
first model of the train was 
ijecretly developed during the phst 
year. 

The monorail project Is backed 
by Swedish multi-millionaire Axel 

Wenner-Oren and a group of tech- 
nicians who called themselves the 
"Rail Transportation Reseai^h so- 
ciety." Invention of the train ia 
credited to two members of the 
Bfclety, JoseiA Blttsken and Ctoori 
Holzer. 

Crowds admitted to tiie society 's 
grounds for the first time today 
saw a test model of the train, two- 
fifths of normal size, which runs 
on rollers Instead.of conventional 
wheels. 

The rollers, built into a deep 
.str*Mmljn(>fl slot on the underside 
of entwines and couches, ride on a 
single rail snpported mor«i than 
six feet above grotind oit concrete 
pillars. 

There are two super-Ioeomotlves 

— one ptilHnp; and one pushing. 

Electric current for the engines 
Is transmitted along two metal 
bands on the rail. 

The cars, streamlined to the 
slickness of a bullet, are built 
mainly of light metal alloys to 
reduce weight and Increase "speed. 

The small-scale model already 
has whizzed up to 95 miles per 
hoar on a one-mile test track 
whose tight curves would limit a 
conventional train to about 18 
niile.s an hour, technicians said. 

Plans are under study for an- 
other model, one-half normal size, 
which is expected to reach a speed 
of miles per hour. And the 
Inventors believe the ultimate, 
full-scale train will race along at 
210. 

Col. George Roberts, president 

of the Monorail Kngineerinp; and 
Construction Co., of Los Angeles, 



said today his firm plan:^; to iitiiid 
a city railway in Los Angeles with 
u single' track like that developed 
for the new Qermtan super-train, 

Roberts said com^etlon prob- 
ably would start next summer. He 
said a < 4 0-mile "monorail" route 
was envisaged, with trains run- 
ning from 40 to 60 miles per hour 
between stations Inside the city.

Kansas CItr Aay have solved 

the problem of w lie re to 'obtain 
food in the advent of ^n atoiuic 
attack, Ig horticulture students 
and Dr. Elmo Davis, associate pro- 
fessor, learned on a field trip to 
that area. 

The hirr'fst natural storat;e 
plant in the world for vegetables 
and fruits is at Coldepur. IGansas, 
17 tnilcH from KanHas City. The 
natural Hmestone plant is built 
at the site of an eld rock quarry. 

Two ingenious men, Guy E, 
Btaniey and E. P. Conlan, stum- 
bled onto tbe idea of building the 
plant after they had quarried sev- 
eral eaves under the limestone 
deposit without striking water. 
Their dream reached its climax 
when the governor of Kansas, Ed 
Arn, and 400 Louisiana sweet po- 
tato growers helped celebrate tbe 
opening of the project two weeks 
ago. 

Still a hahy, the cave ha» a 
capacity of only million cubic 
feet. "It will eventually be en- 
la TTed to 10 million cubic feet," 
Conlan told the hort students. 

One room of the plant Is de- 
voted entirely to refrigeration 
equipment. From here, huge pipes 
carry coldjilr to some fifteen 
separate rooms. The temperature 
of the rooms vjirles rom B5" to 
10*. **We will soon bring our 
freezing room temperature down 
to -10°," Conlan said. 

It would seem that the twenty 
foot deep cave would collapse, but 
large limestone plere have been 
left in each room for support. 

Perhaps the most significant 
feature of the storage plant is the 
fact tliat it adjoins the main line 
of the Union Pacific railroad. 
Twelve refrigerator cars can be 
driven into the cave and vidoftded 
with electric lift trucks. 

At present 28 carloads of po- 
tatoes, 100 carload* ot dehydrated 
alfalfa, and prunes, apples, and 
concentrated fruit Juices are 
atored In the plant, 

.\etnal constructiqji of the plant 
enterprise was cheap and mainte- 
nance is relatively easy. Even if 
the refrigeration etiuipment failed, 
the temperature of the rooms 
would drop leas than one A^fee 
a month.

Counting Grass 
During Summer 
Kept Prof. Busy 

Crass! Grass! Here's a i 
story based on facta and figures 
Prof. L. R. Quinlan of the horti- 
culture department saw a lot of 
grass this summer. He and a 
small frieud crawled around on 
their hands and knees In the area 
east of Anderson hall this sum- 
mer counting crabgrass plants. 

The crabgrass plants in sfxteen 
plots were counted four different 
times. Between countings the plots 
were treated with different com- 
pounds which are used in crab- 
grass control. A check plot was 
also observed and at the end of 
the season, the percentage of crab- 
grass survival in each plot was 
figured. ' 

The lowest percentage of sur- 
vival this summer was in plots 
treated with Potassium donate 
and Weedar, Quinlan said. This 
summer's results were different 
from those of last year, probably 
due to the difference in moisture 
*ad other growing conditions, he 
said. This information will be 
glren to anyone asking for intor- 
aaaUon on. dmbgnuM ^tra] £r6m 
the CdUege.

Plant Hormones 
Aid Tomato Cmp 

Applying a plant hormone to 
improve tomatoes would have 
been nseleas during the terrific 
lOfto heat in Kansas last June, 
according to Dr. Elmo Davis, asso- 
ciafe professor of horticulture. 
'.'Tomato hormones are most effec- 
tive at temperatures below Rd* F/* 
Davis said. When day tempera- 
tures range above 90° to 100", 
fruit is usually poor despite the 
use of hormones. 

The almost complete blossom 
drop In June prompted many Kan- 
sas vegetable farmers and home 
gardeners to take renewed interest 
tn the use of bermones. Some 
growers reported good yields 
where a hormone was used before 
the June heat wave, but for the 
most part the tomato crop failed 
to set fruit until cooler weather 
in July. As a result, Kansas mar- 
kets rej^rted a surplus of fall 
tomatoes. * 

Even though hormones wonid 
have been of no value last June, 
they are effective in setting fruit 
when night temperatures fall be- 
low the critical 60° mark during 
late spring and early summer. 
This synthetic growth-promoting 
substance will not only increase 
the yield from one-halt to five 
pounds a plant, hut will nutkc 
fruit 10 to 60 per cent larger. 
Staee tbe honnone f ahlblts pollina- 
tion, the tomatoes are seedless. 
The tomatoes are thus firmer and 
fleshier dve to no SMd pnlp. 

Ai>plylng a hormone Is a rather 
tedious process. However, the 
extra work pays off at harvest 
time since the fruit, which is ^sold 
to Manhattan stores, brings from 
2 S to 40 Mnts a pound. 

Hormones may cause several 
undesirable characteristics, but 
none are serious. Pointed firnlt 
may develop In some casc^

Following the steady drop of about a thoXtsand students a year 
- experienced at K-State since the peak enrollment of 7.436 students 
ia the fall of 1948, th« enromi^t settled to a low of lees than 
8,000 last year. '

to hover near the S,000 mark for the next three yeats, until the de- 
pression baby trop reaches college age, according to A. L. Pugnley, 
dean of administration.

Here's the way It works: 

Each state has a vote equal to 
the number of its house and sen- 
ate members. The least popu- 
lated states — Delaware. Kevada. 
Vermont, and Wyoming — have 
only three electoral votes each. 
Nfltw York has the most with 45. 

total olactoral vote In Ssl. 
It takes 26f volsa tn tfaot a 
president. 

Normally — except when an 
elector bolts as ons did in Ten- 
nessee In 1S48 — sach state's en- 
tire electoral vote Is cast for the 
nominee who gets the biggest 
popular vote in the state. 

Campaign nsnstttrs recall 
that In 1948 a few thousand ex- 
tra or changed votes in three 
big states — Ohio, California, and 
Illinois — could have switched the 
outcome in those states and 
elected Thomas E. >J>ewey in- 
stead of Harry S. Truman. 

That is why, in states where 
political sentiment Is pretty 
closely divided, both Republicans 
nnd Democrats thjs year are put- 
ting on the pressure to get out 
every possible vote. 

BaoBBse of population shifts 
notoAei in tbe 1950 census, the 
elMtoral vote this year has been 
nlcreased in aevan states and de- 
creased in nine. California, 
which had a big boost in popu- 
lation, scored the blnrest In- 
crease in electoral strength, 
jumpinK from 25 to 32 votes. 

Florida gained two votes and 
Maryland, .Michigan, Texas, Vir- 
ginia, an^ Washington one each.

Two' yea^ ago 
there were numerous reports of New York agents recMvlns up tO 
$700 for the forging of theses for P4ncato&.j»aio^

Wortliat Is fennfttiit Into book 
form. "little Man on Campus," 
A coUeetion at 87 Bibier cartoons 
eontainlng a worm's-eye view of 
eatnr>us life U being publtahed 
this week by Stanford university 
press. The fapuUy view of I>,MOC 
is presented in an introduction 
by Jeftery Smith, associate pro- 
fessor of humanities and pbil- 
laopliy at Stanford university. 

Bibier, a blond bespectacled 
30-year-old from Elkhart, Kan., 
began drawing when very young. 
Four of hto aunts were artists, 
and he would watch them draw, 
then Imitate them. His first 
cartoon, pubUabed at the age of 
12, dealt with a ait^down strike. 
He continued his career daring 
the war as a field artist for tbe 
Pacific Edition of Yank. 

Al-TKR TliE WAR. Bibier be- 
came a 0,1. stttdeBt In art at 

Kansas university. In 1946 he 
noticed a request In the Daily 
Ammt for entriw to a cartoon 
contest. After a night at his 
drawing board, he submitted 
fourteen cartoons, ffbe eontest 
prise ot $2& was his, and a steady 
job as cartoonist for the paper. 

It was then that Worthal saw 
tbe light of day. l|ibter drew 
fourteen different eharacters, 
then took "the most stupid-look- 
ing features" from each one of 
them and . made them Into Wor- 
thal. Gordon A. Sabine, now 
dean of the University of Oregon 
school of Journalism and then an 
instructor at KU. suggested the 
title "Little Man on Campus," 
since Worthal represented the 
opposite of the Big Man on 
'Oampue type. Snart, the dlabol- 
inrofessor, was evcjlved later. 
THK CARTOOxV HERIKS be- 
came so popular that other 
campus papers hegnn to request 
it. The Bibier Feature service 
— only syndteated college car- 
toon series in existence — was 
born. Bibler's wife and mother 
took over the business and cler- 
ical end of {he serTtce while 
Bibier did the cartoons. Now 
Bibier draws for almost 200 
campus papers. 

Meeting the needs of a variety 
of papurs in fill parts of tlu^ 
country keeps Bibier on the 
Jump. Some schools said: "No 
drlnkiog:, no B«x:" othera, "We're 
a boys' school— no cartoons 
■bowing' girls in classes.*' 

ONK ^iinWEST teachers' col- 
lege wanted sex * exclusively. 
Rowever, a cartoon picturing a 
coed in a classroom reading crib 
notes pinned to her unmention- 
ables and saying. "PrttfesBor 
Snurf doesn't mind if you crib, 
if the notes are high enough," 
drew criticism from a high school 
teacher because he thonsht it 
gave the impreflldilMi fbat A\ 
teachers are sex maniacs. 

When tbe Daily Kansan ran a 

(artoon showing two KU Student 
Tnion cooks going fl'Oin garbage 
can to garbage can, bearing 
bdsketfl and remarking, "I don't 
think the fraternities are feed- 
ing us as well this year," students 
cbided the paper for yielding to 
"yellow Journalism." * 
It takes Bibier about an hour

He found that any change in 
the chicken's appearance from the 
neck up caused it to be attacked 
almost Immediately by penmates 
when it was returned to the flock.

Center Classes to increase credits 
toward a college degree, accord- 
ing to Br. O. A. Gammell. profes- 
sor of adneaOon and hand of Hbma 
Study at Kansas State college. 

The subjects, speech, psycholo- 
gy, and economics, are offered. 
Professor K. W. Given, professor 
of apeecb, teaches speech, Dr. R.

Blue Rapids Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Thursday is no indication that 
tbe bridge may be weakening, ac- 
cording to Prof. Dale R. Carver of 
the K-State applied mechanics de- 
partment, one of tiie engineers 
on the testing project. 

Instead of baginntng to weaken, 

the bridge may be as much as 60 
per cent stronger than design 
formulas indicate. Carver said. 
Tbe testa this week are to affirm 
results of previous tests. 

A pioneer in ita field, the Blue 
Rapids bridge has no borlzontal 
braces across Its top nor no ^'tuur 
nel-like" appearance to approarh- 
ing traffic. The top of the bridge 
is open which ^tadnafsa all wor- 
ries about clearance of high loads. 
More Important from the taxpay- 
ers* viewpoint, this type of con- 
strnction saves considerable steel 
and fabrication costs — some en- 
gineers estimate between $20,000 
and $50,000 on a bridge the size 
of tha one at Blue Rapids. 

To get a thorough check on the 
Stability of the bridge, tbe K- 
State engineers, with others from 
the Kansas highway commission, 
will work three days with scien- 
tific devicM for aoenrataly mM- 
surlng loads they will apply arti- 
ficially to tbe bridge. ' 

Thay wilt pnll the top trusses 
together using a heavy rod with 
a turn buckle and measure the 
"load" they create -with an elec- 
trical gauge. Bight piano wires 
will be rigged to measnro accur- 
ately tbe amount the tops of tbe 
trusses move together under vari- 
ous loads. Carver said they would 
subject the bridge Joints to a force 
egufll to, about 3 tons. Distance 
the tops of the tmraes more to- 
gether win be measured to one 
one-thousandth of an inch. When 
they have completed tha ta^ng, 
the engineers will uFif> information 
from the Blue Rapids bridge td 
comiKpHV wflh thftt of dsalgn form- 
ulas.!

lege courses, according to Dr. O. 
A. Oemmell, head o£ the hoftie 
study department at Kansas State. 

The majority of persons en- 
rolled in college conTaea through 
home study are teachers who wish 
to get a better certificate; this, in 
^rt> explains the imaSMl ratio 
of "women to men. 

However, Dr. Gemmell reports 
there are more men thm women 
enroUed in high school courses 
offered in the department. This, 
lie bellevea, is because many men 
discontinued their high school 
education to enlist in the armed 
rces ana are now interested in 
btalnlng a high school diploma. 
A recent survey shows that per- 
aona taking courses through the 
home stady aervlce spend more 
time per eredlt hottr than stu- 
dents enrolled in the same course 
In college. The average age of 
p«reons taking work in the service 
is around 30, with the BWdtsil' 
beine six or seven years oldnr 
than the STiMff* tor ooUeg^ stu- 
deu^. 

A very useful feature of the 

aervlce is the operation of special 
classes for men who are stationed 
mt Fort Riley. Men enrolled In 
this program meet in i*fegular class 
periods twice weekly for twelve 
veeks. They reeelve the same 
credit for courses offered as reg- 
ularly enrolled college students. 
Tlie government pays three- 
fourths of the expenses of these, 
courses and the tndivldnal pays 
tlie other one-fourth. Courses 
are taught in Bconomics, Speech, 
and Fsyelioli^ in tlisse Bpe<dal

Land 
that was tn wbeat In 19B1 and 
faUowed this year has fairly good 
subsoii moisture but is dry on the 
snrfaee. 

When one conssiders the state 
aa a whole, Throckmorton said, 
oondltioiiB are tlie poorest they 
have been In many years. Where 
there is surface moisture to es- 
tablish stands of wheat, the sub- 
soil moisture Is not adequate to 
meet the needs during the re- 
mainder of the growing season, 
except on faUowed wheat land. 

Twenty-six years of studying 
^* [)tli of soil moisture in relation 
m» wheat yields have shown a defi- 
nite relation betwran depth of 
soi] iiiofsture and yttldi. ^roGk 
2uortou said. 

"The tests (eondneted at Hays, 
Colhy, and Garden City branch 
experiment stations of Kansas 
Stole collage) Indicate that it will 
tak?> more moisture properly 
timed than ratnfaU records Indl 
cate we may expect, to ma!k% a 
wheat crop next year." 

Most of the pastures through 
out the area have been grazed ex 
tenslvely close and wUl provide 
little fe«d dnrtng the fall, winter, 
and early spring.

KU, K'Siate Consider Peace Pact Tonight, 
Numerous Violations Sime its Inception

Tonight, as* a preliminary to 
the KU-K-Rtatc foutball game here 
November 1. student councils from 
the two schools will meet at Law- 
rence at tlieir annual friendship 
dinner for considering the peace 
pact established 21 years ago as 
a "living charter" of intercollegi- 
ate good will. 

The long-proveq truce was tor 
augurated in November 1831, fol- 
lowlng> an outbreak of feuds in 
1929 which demanded negotia- 
tory action. Briefly, the treaty 
which resulted was>n agreement 
between the schools "to abolish 
forever all school ttsbts and unde- 
sirable iir»«ame aetivH^." 

ITS DECLARKD PURPOSF was 
to aalefuard the welfare of stu- 
dents,, pro^t the property of the 
institutions and townspeople and 
insure peaceful relations between 
the sebools. In sddltiott^ all fu- 
ture student councils were then 
bound to recognize and enforce 
the pact. 

In the years sines its Mtstmsnt, 
the treaty has been need ni'settllttg 
a number of infringements on Its 
provisions, and in detern^Blng 
puntshment for the InilvliluiA vio- 
lators. 

According to these agreemoits. 
the student eoanell of tbo victim 



school has decided whether an 
offense has been committed 
against it, and a jolntxCommlttee 
representing both schools has 
prescribed punishment to be car- 
ried out by the student council at 
the offending school. 

MINmt >[ I'UXUtiBMRNT given 
violators has been the restoration 
of damages — maximum penalty, 
suspension from school fur utic se- 
mester. An original agreement In 
the truce provided that the coun- 
cils take all possible action to re- 
duce publicity on an offense, and 
that offleial pal^leatton not be 
given withottt consent from both 
groups. 

Fonr years ago. however, the 
count ils agreed- tO publicize their 
actions when It was learned that 
the KO eonnelhhad failed to In- 
form tta students of a voluntary 
|50 donation from K-Stale to pay 
for Its painting damages at KU.

Carter, 29-year-old- Negro who 
specializes In nitty boxing and 
ripping counter punches, last night 
became the fourth man In history 
to reie^nln the lightweight title 
after he had loHt It by soundly 
whipping tousle-halred Lauro 8a 1- 
as of Mexico In 16 rounds at Chi- 
cago stadium. 

In the wake of Carter's one- 
sided triumph over the man who 
had dpri.Hioned him for the title 
back on August 14, there was no 
talk today of a rematch, although 
Salaa said he thought he couUl 
beat Carter in a re-match. 

The returned monarch, mean- 
while, outlined no definite plrins 
for his next defense, saying he 
would meet nny Challenger ap- 
proved l)y his manager Willie 
Ketchus and the International 
Boxing Cluh.

Thanksgiving turkeys Will Cost Less 
Despite US. Effort To Bolster Market 



Wasliliigtoii, Oct. K (U.R)- 
Cbances are yoar Tbaaksglvlng 
turkey wilt cost less tUts year than 
It has In a long time, in spite of 
^rernment elforts to strengtheo 
Che market. 

The agriruUiire department ha^ 
bought up about 600,000 turkejrs 
aiace August In an attempt to 
bolster prices receired by farmers, 
which in some cases had fallen 
below the cost of production. 

While the turkey-buying pro- 
gram has bronglit a '^slight im- 
provtment" in the market, agri- 
culture department officials said 
today. It wilt bare little effect oa 
Um retail prices paid by booae- 
wlves when the nation goes OS Its 
aoiinal tnrkey-feastliig spree next 
month. 

Officials said the turkeys bought 

by the govern menl (to be served 
«p to school children under the 



j school program > represent barely 
a *'drop in the bucket" of this 
year's all-time /ecord crop ot 
ri8,96«.ooo turkeys. 

.Richard C. Larkln. sn expert In 
the agriculture department's poul- 
try branch, said the 1962 ttirkey 
supply H about IS 9w Milt gftftter 
than last year. 

Althoosh retail turkey prices 
are expected to climb before 
Thanksgiving, as they do every 
year In reaponee to seatonal de- 
mand. Larkln nftid they are not 
likely to reach last year's levels. 

Uarkin said the department 
will 8top huying turkeys wheMTer 
farm prices reach a certain lere!. 
While that price cannot be named, 
It is presumed to be near the mark 
where producer! are at leaU mak- 
Ing enough to pay for feed and 
other production expenses. 



Most recent figures show that 
farmers were getting 31.9 cents a 
pound for live turkeys In mid- 
July compared to Sf.S a year 
earlier. Tbey got 32.6 centi? a 
pound in August compare^ to 3S.3 
last yeal^ ]Bad 33-2 cents a pound 
in mld'September against the 3 6.3 
cents tliey got in September, 1951. 

Ourfag tile TbaakfCtntag buy- 
ing rush last year, farm prices 
moved up to average 37.S eeats a 
pound by mid*Movepibev. 

Neither the Bureau ot Labor 
Statistics nor the agriculture de- 
partment keeps reeordt on nation- 
al average retail turkey prices. But 
Larkln said the price of dressed 
turkeys weighing from 12 to 14 
pounds in New York chain stores 
was 60 easts a pouad oa October 
1. This compares witb It oaats 
a pound last year.

Tlu' new GI bill Is tougher tl> 
the old onft A veteran now must 
declare his major as soon as he 
enters srhool and he's entitled to 
just one change durlng^Jiis col- 
lege career. 

Aad the change is not easy to 
get. The vet baa to show be ^ 
guilty of misconduct, neglect, or 
lack of application. Then he 
must take a battery of tests. 
If he gets through ttaaeathed, 
he cau change his major. 

Here are the main points lu 
the new bill: The veteran will be 
paid a lump sum each month. 
Out of this sum he must pay tui- 
tion and all other expenaea. Tui- 
tion payments generally run 
about one-third ot hly total allot- 
ment. 

It's up to the campus vet's in 
atructors to turn in monthly 
progress reports to the Veterans 
Administration. St>riouH trouble 
can result if these reports are 
delayed or If tbey are not turned 
tn by the lastractora.

"Now yon may have an opinion 
on the dsllt, OB VWf,** Benedict 
said, "but who knows it? They

are they?" 

"IT*S .ALMOST our duty to 
join." Benedict added, sUtlng that 
the group would ha more repre- 
Bentative of stttdentS ITKBf? 
a member. , . , . 

"What difference would it have 
made in the past year if we'd been 
an NSA member? ' Council Chair- 
man Walker wuitad to know. 
"What benefits wovtd we have 
besides being able to say we were 
a member of NSA?" 

The college would have been 
represented, Benedict answered, 
much as Kansans are represented 
by men in the state capltol who 
voice their opinions. Students 
would have a voice, he said. 

"How would you get the opin- 
ions of tbe whole student bodyt" 
Dlck-Pleming asked. 

From NSA's regulations for 

preparations for the national con 
gress (held once a year)i Bene- 
dict read an Item expladning that 

questionnaires would be provided 
"This was understood as meaning 
tltat the NSA ehahrman on campus 
would distribute the question- 
natTM to eti^ents . and compile 
the resnlta. 

"PKRSOXALLY, I DON'T agree 
with the philosophy of jumping 
on 0e bandwagon," Sehavea wm- 
jhtented. "Let's find out about It 
for ourselves. If it's good, let's 
join. If It's not. than let's try 
to keep It from being accepted as 
the student voice." He suggested 
writing congressmen informing 
them that NSA does not represent 
K-SLate and urging other schools 
to do Hfeewlse. 

Schovee compared NSA with 
Who's Who In American Colleges 
and Universities (abolished from 
the campus last spring) In that 
both are mainly participated ift by 
smaller schools. He angcMted 
finding out why larger schools 
do not belong to NSA. 

After hearing NSA's purposes, 
Walker said, "I don't see how 
they reconcile their Ideals with 
their aetlons. They have a minute 
minority ;nid yet claim to be the 
voice of students in the United 
States.*' * 

"It seems to me we're biding 
forced to join to make it more 
representative and democratic. 
But being forced to join isn't

The group rented a house- 
boat for their voyage, and accord- 
ing to Miss Harris, "lived the life 
of Riley" with the owner and his 
family employed' as their servants. 
Furnishings on board were com- 
plete with Oriental rugs, water- 
color paintings and Kasmir ma- 
hogany furniture. 

Miss Harris found Kasmir with 
its snovr-^eappefl" motrntalhs "very 
refieshing" after the heat they had 
Just left in India.

TBHPKnAIilA' interesting to 
Miss Harris were the "miles and 
miles" ot embroidery, delicate 
silver work, and wood carving 
whii li is made by the people In 
Kasmir. Wbile tew of the peo- 
ple can read or write, she says, 
there Is a legendary education 
among them that has been pre- 
served In their 8000-yearwold cul- 
ture.

^ Davis Answer^ Editorial 
Criticizing English Text 

By aiAU OLM WILSON 

Dr. Earle Davis, head of the English depart hkmu ques- 
tioned yesterday editorial implications that communism has 
made its way into the written communications textbook. 

The implication was originally made in an editorial by 
editor Horace Joues iu the Lyons Daily News in which hc» 
quoted a sentence from Perrin's Writers Onide and Index 
to BngUsh. The sentence which is used in the text as an 
loEamiite of an agpegnttng sentence Is quoted from Blng- 
ft ''bisurgent AmeriCA" and reads: 

"In general It may be stated without further attenq^t at 
Inroof that the basic feature of the new economic system 
that must be built is the provision in ample quantities to 
all the populace of the basic material needs, food, clothing, 
shelter and other present day necessities and reasonable 
luxuries, as a community responsibility similar to the pro- 
vision of a postal servtee, water, police and fire protection, 
tdneaUon, parks and national defense ; and that this in- 
yolves public ownership of the basic means of production 
•ad diirtri^utioa and a coBtroUed nffnetary mecOiaiitmn. 

: fii hia editorial Jones Mid, ^'thea«tlM>roCthtt%MKB% 
easily hare foua^ a bit of writing about the birds 'or the 
bees,. the flow«ni or trees, that would have served the pur 
pose of instruction in English just at well." He demanded 
to know why Perrin choose this "deep pink" passage in- 
stead. ^ 

"And we think," he continues, "the college authorities 
should demand to know, if they have ever seen it. If not, 
jre would also like to know why they haven*t.**^ 

Davis said that if the English department felt the book 
intentionally included communism it would not be used. 
,The quotation Is actually not oammunlsm but socialism he 
pointed out Perrin, who it a BepuhUcan has. served on 
national committees to get cemmuntea out of the American 
mihools, and Davis thinks "he could possibly be sus- 
cted" of purposely planting anything subversive in his 
ook. 

The editorial has been printed in several papers through- 
out the state and appeared in a Manhattan paper Monday. 

The Manhattan paper reported later that they first 
thought the text was in use at the University of Kansas 
w^here a student of Perrin's teaches and did not learu until 
after the editorial was printed that the text was in use here. 

Albert Bingham, author of the book from which tlie sen- 
tence under question is taken is an ardent socialist but to 
his knowledge has never been accused of being a fellow 
traveler. Davia said. The Perrin book also contains quo- 
tations, from Winston Churchill, Stephen Vincent Benet, 
{John Steinbeck, Franklin Roosevelt, John Dewey, The Em- 
poria Gazette, Arthur M. Schlesinger, the Weather Mar^ia' 
for Pilots and others* to Ulus^te pQlnts of £pramner and 
composition, 

Dr. Davis explained that the department was striving to 
inform students of the dangers of communism. He pointed 
out that another text used Ity the department, written by 
himself and Dr. William Hummell, of the English depart- 
ment, contakia a s^iim on Americanism and a section 
^hich oontatns four of the n^bflt polent aisatfeeats in the 
"Case AgaM ^^wmUmJ* ^ 

^nea wrote: "the thing la done subt^, so that if one 
tiM taeakta it may be wrgned^that he is mer^y hav- 
ing nightmares In which red herring to rampant across 
tbe^ eoanlerpaaa." 

The 'Perrin text is In its second year of use at K-State 
and is used by more American colleges and universities 
than any other book on the subject, Davis said, and accord- 
ing to custoa^ Is due shortly to be discarded.

An agieenieut entered into by the All Student Council of the 

.University of Kamae and the Student Council of Kansas State 
Collefie on behalf of Ibeir reKpective student bodies, to prevent 
forever all manner of uadeslrabie aciivities between the two schoolft. 
Whereas ^ T6 avoid such aertoas results the above aaned Student 

^uaetls covenant and agree on the part of each institution that this 
shall constitute rt formal pact, caltiup to a close all undesirable 
activities, to be in effect henceforth and forever, and binding all 
•tudent conncllfl tn the future to recognise and enforce the said pact.

Following the withdrawal of 
Jersey City and Blniira, the five 
remaining; prospective entries de- 
cided it was financially unfeasible 
to operate and agreed to disband 
tbe league. 

The disHolution of the ABL. 
which had operated since 1929. 
closed the last foreMoable avenue 
of emjtlcTvment In organlied pro- 
teaHlonal basketball for Alex 
Groz.T, Halph Beard, and Bill 
Splvey, former University of Ken- 
tucky all- Americans and Sherman 
White, one-time star center at 
LonK iHlfuid university. 

Jertiey City had sought to sign 
Oroza and Beardt who received 
.Huspended sentences for accepting 
bribes to "dump" college games, 
and White, who lerved a Jail sen- 
tence for the same offense. El- 
mlra attempted to sIru Splvey, 
who is under indictment for )ier- 
Jury in connection with testimony 
about fixes. 

Hernle Olick, an attorney rep- 
resenting the Jersey City syndi- 
cate, argued vainly for three hours 
that hlH club be ndinltted to the 
league with tbe former bribe- 
takers on Its roster. Falling in his 
attemitt to convince other owners,! 
he withdrew tbe Jersey City fran- 
chiae appUeaUott because of "the 
definite opposition tovrnrd the ad- 
niUsion of certain of our players 
manifest at the league meeting." 

Arthur Snyder, representing the 
KImIra club owners, promptly 
withdrew his application also.

An added reason for strutting 
was the simultaneous All -American rattog for the Royal 
Purple, the K-State Yearbook. 

To the average K-Stater, past, present or future, win- 
Uing high honors in the scholastic field provokes more 
pride than does glory for athletic prowess — basketball 
excluded, of course. So while the sports writers and Jay- 
hawk fans are shedding crocodile tears In their coffee, 
there is rejoicing up at Manhattan. , 
. Rabid football addicts won't agree, of course, but it is 
our opinion that K-State*s Bcholastic achievements far 
overshadow the deficiency on the gridiron. Football is 
more glamorous because it attracts stadiums full of noisy 
spectators, and makes the cash registers play merry tunes. 
But brawn is not a good substitute for brains, in either 
of our hig state schools. 

Okl«hoi&i^*8 oil barons subsidised the Sooner state's col- 
legiate athletics, something our Kansas schools wouldn't 
tolerate — at least not openly. Perhaps it would be better 
if the two Institutions of higher learning along the Kaw 
river concentrated more on scholastic attainment than on 
football. Anyway, until they can afford whopping big 
teams like they send up from Oklahoma.

Twenty machinee naing the X- 
ray technin to detect hidden In- 
festation in wheat and seleft grain 
for miUing now are in use in com- 
mereial flrma In the United Btatee, 
K- state authorities bave an- 
nounced. 

The technic was developed lees 
than two years ago at K-State. 
Chemists and government officials 
say the X-ray technic is easier tb 
UHR !md more reHnble th;iri otlioi' 
methods of finding hidden infesta- 
tion bi grain. 

Kendall L. Harris of tlie food 
and drug admiaittrsUon, Washing 
ton, has tndleatedrtifat X-ray tilch- 
nic detects more hidden infesta- 
tion than the widely-used cradc- 
ing-flotatfon teit. With moro 
experimental worlt the neW tech- 
nic can be recommended as an 
offidft] ploeednre hy the food and 
drug administration, TlarriK raid. 

However, the X-ray technic has 
not proved mttsfaetwy in detect- 
ing damage of sawtooth and flat 
grain beetles. Dr. Robert Katz, 
associate professor of physics, and 
Prof. Max Milner of the milling 
department, who developed the 
)t-ray technic, said recent work 
with polaroid photographic proc- 
esses has indirated that it may 
be applied to X-ray Inspection of 
wheat and eliminate the use of a 
darkroom and loading and proc- 
essing film.

Kedsie. Mrs. Kedzle, an instruc- 
tor in drawing at K-State in 187G, 
was a daughter of the Rev. El- 
bridge Gale, first professor of 
horticulture at the College, and 
wife of K-State'a first chemistry 
professor. ''^ 

On a plaque which she sent to 
be placed beside the bowl, Mrs. 
Jones wrote "I am happy to give 
it to the Home Economics school 
of Kansas State college where I 
think It belongs as a memorial to 
an early student ot the college." 

I^rs. Jones, now 93, received 
her degree in 1878. Following her

Aioore Tract 
Vote Siated 
For Election

K-State students who ai^ regis- 
tered In Manhattan may vote on 
the disposition of the controver- 
sial Moore traot the November 
4 election. Stndeitts who Uve on 
college property, will not be able 
to vote on the isane, as they are 
considered aa residents of Man 
hattaa towuOiip. 

The Manhattan school board 
completed the purchase of the 27 
acre tract In September after a 
year's work. The tract was in an 
estate, and clearing the title was 
difficult. The Moore tract Is situ- 
ated northeast of Sunset park, or 
southeast of Sunset cemetery. 

During August and the process 
of purchaaing the tract, a city vote 
was taken to determine for what 
Manhattan citizens would like to 
use the tract. By a narrow mar- 
gin, a cemetery addition won, fol- 
lowed by a site for the new high 
school. Tbi6 tchool board feels, 
however, that this was not a true 
i fxprcssioii of the popiilncp. aa 
' many people were gone on vaca- 
tion during August. 

Since the city does not have 
enough ready cash to purchase 
the Moore tract tor a cemetery 
Bite, It will bs necessary for them 
to Issue bonds. In their resolu- 
tion to the city council, the school 
board has sgreed If the voters 
vote the bonds in, they wUl tail 
the tract to the elty for the origi- 
nal cost. 

The school board has promlaed 
to start designing and constructing 
a new high school as soon as pos- 
sible If the bond issue Is voted 
down. If the bonds are voted 1ft, 
the board feels much work will 
be lost, and another suitable site 
will have to be found before a 
new high school may be built. 

Opponents of the present high 
school site contend that a location 
near a cemetery Is not desirable, 
and sine* the land la so eloM to 
Sunset cemetery, could be used 
to better advantage as a ceme 
tery addition.

1888. In 11)09, the twice-deceased 
Kansas Magazine was revived 
again. It waie coneersed very 
laiveljr with Kaaias poUtles, Knii- 
sas politicians, Kansas towns, Kan- 
sas business, and portraits of dis- 
tinguished Kanaans. During its 
short history, Which ended July, 
1911, some good poems, htotorical 
artlelee, and amateur photographs 
were published. 

The establtohment of the Kan- 
sas M^caataie as an annual toolif 
place in 1933. R. L Thackrey was 
editor and Helen Sloan, associate 
editor. In hto first editorial, Mr. 
Thackrey said. "The present ven- 
ture grew ont of a class in Kan- 
sas literature taught at Kansas 
State college by Professor J. P. 
Callahan, In which the editor be- 
came interested in the original 
Kansas Magaslne. The revival 
was a creature "of the mind only" 
untn the encouragement and ad- 
vice of Professors C. E. Rogers and 
B. T. Keith made it a pbselbility 
and the immediate and generous 
response of Kansas writers made 
the pomlbllity reality." 

The Kansas Magazine la pub- 
lished at Kansas State college by 
the Kansas Magazine PuhUshlng 
association.

The long range plans of Man* 
hattan'B elty government for 
years liavs included the nrca 
known as the Moore tract as the 
logleal direction for the «tten< 
sion of beautiful Sunset ceme- 
tery. With the Moore tract In 
mind the City Inaugurated tbe 
plan In 1944 of setting aside 
$2,000 each year to acquire ad- 
ditional land for the cemetery. 
At about that time the Board of 
Education began ^ buying ther 
residences on e full city block 
inst south of the present high 
Hihool on wlifch to build ttfe 
ttiW hlffa school. At n com para - 
tlvsly recent date, and after 
school bonds were voted, the 
Hoard of Education changed its 
plana and decided to locate the 
high school on the Moore tract. 

In Mny, 19r»2. the Dnurd of 
Education rejected the requettt 
of tho Cemetery Board for an 
advisory vote on the use of the 
Moore tract. Citizens then (lulck- 
ly circulated petitions which re- 
HUlted In « refprendum at the 
August U)!)2 primary election. 
In an unuHiuilly heavy Augutit 
primary vote, atrong opposition 
was expressed tn locating tho 
high scbool oil th<> Mooit' tract 
as shown by tbe following vote:

1 have been asked by the Col- 
legian to make a statement con- 
cerning why I believe the citi- 
zens of Manhattan should vote 
"no" on the cen^ry'bond issne. 
This is my own opinion and does 
not represent an official state- 
ment of the Manhattan Board , 
of Education of which I am a 
member. I sincerely believe that 
tbe piece of land known aa the 
Moore ,tiMct,pI^9)i\d he used,-n8 
a site for a neW h^gh school. 
It is the only tract of sutft- 
eient stie which remains . In this 
community anywhere near the 
probable center of the school 
population. It is my sincere con- 
tention that so valuable a tract 
can better serve this community 
as a place to educate its young 
people than as a place to Miry 
its dead. Mr. Calvin Grelder, a 
specialist in school planiiing. 
who was employed the Board 
of Education named this tract 
as his second eholtw, and recom- 
mended that It not be used as a 
cemetery. His ttoit ehotco ts not 
now available. 

The need for a high school is 
immediate. The mayor of Man- 
hattan has stated publicly a 
lunnljcr of limes that tbe need 
Cor a cemetery addition Is not 
immediate. Tbe slie of the new 
high Hchool must of necessity 
be larger than most citizens rea- 
lize. The present kindergarten 
iii almost as large a^ the number 
of students In grades ten, eleven, 
and twelve cuiubhied. The num- 
ber in grades one, two, and three 
is almost twice the niin\1)er in 
grades ten, eleven, and twelve. 
School architects now bnfld low 
rambling buildings which are 
more funotlcmal than the type of 
building which can be placed on 
a elty block. The Moore tract Is 
the only tract which meeta the 
qualifications of accessibility, 
sufficient site, central location, 
financial feasibility, and ease of 
providing utilities. It seems ti 
me that our citisens will make 
a serious mistake If they choose 
to nse this tract for a cemetery.
